Beccuce  of  the  current  interest  in  the  Black  Faiily  and 
particvilarly  i:i  urban  centers,   ob-.doucly  there  is  a  need  for 
a  bibliography  of  tids  nature.     T!i3  Classic  work  on  t'ne  Black 
Faadly  is  E.  Franklin  Frazior's  The  "Nag;ro  Faiil;/  in  the  Uidted 
States.     Tide  book  was  T>rritten  in  1939  and  i.iany  of  the  arguments 
by  Frazier  are  novr  given  different  interpretations .     The  current 
standard  xirork  on  the  Black  Farlly  is  Andrew  Billingsley's 
Black  Fr:ilies  in  Fnite  -Ar.ierica.     There  ere  other  recent  works 
that  atteiipt  to  give  different  interpretations  to  the  role  and 
influence  of  t'.ie  Black  Faidly;     Robert  B.  Hill,   T!ie  Strengths 
of  Black  Fa:ilicG;  JohJi  H.  Scanzo;d,  The  Elcck  Family  in  Hodern 
Societyi  Robert  Staples,   ed..  The  Black  Family;     "i^csry  and 
Studios j   and  Charles  V.  Idllie,  The  Faiily  Life  of  Black  People. 
Many  of  these  T-ror'ks  have  extensive  bibliograp'des.     Because  of 
the  current  proliferation  of  i.aterials  on  t!:e  Black  Fridly  the 
researcher  vdll  have  to  consult  thoi*  if  !:c  is  interested  in 
up-to-date  infornation.
